It is really a jiity that tho lricnd 
who ptrongly ndroentos tho caose of 
Freo Trade in this day's issue, has 
dotractod from tbo value of his argu* 
mont by plaoiog a wrong oonsiruction 
upon at least one of the series of 
artioleB wo havo rooontly pennod in 
favor of tho extension of a Treaty of 
Kooiprocal Trade to this Colony. Our 
correspondent assumes that wo send 
to tho wall the interests ot both Town 
and Country, becaufio wo told tho 
farmer in pretty plain tornisi that ho 
could net expcot to bo tbe «'";* e* of 
class legislation any more i'.±a iho 
merchant was allowed to bo four years 
ago when tbo strugglo between JFroe 
Trado and Union and Tariff took 
place ; and that ho would not bo nN 
lowed to Btand in tho way of a great 
pnblio good, in which he, being a part 
of tho public, would nharo equally 
with iho rest. But wo did not demand 
that ho should bo "sacrificed" upon 
the altar of Eeciprooity. On tho con- 
trary, wo pointed out whetoin we 
thought ho would bo directly benefit" 
ed through tho operation of tho pro* 
posed system ; but added, that were 
a limited sohemo possiblo tho oxolu- 
sion of certain of our agricultural 
products — vegetables, fop instance — 
from tho list, would not moot with 
opposition at our hands. As, howovor, 
wo do not believe limited Reciprocity 
possible, wo aro not disposed. to fritter 
away our time, in asking lor what wo 
■re sure wo cannot got. Again, our 
correspondent eays that tho loss to 
tho revenue through .Reciprocity would 
be $100,000, and that no advocate of 
the fohomo has as yet shown how that 
loss would bo made up. Wo answer 
(as we havo frequently Btated ) by tho 
substitution of a cheap and ofheiout, in 
place of our prosoot expensive and 
inefficient form of Government, by 
the amalgamation of the public offices 
and removal of all hoads of de- 
partments sa*o that of Colonial Sec- 
retary ; by a reduction of salaries 
that at present aro too high; iho in- 
troduction of a systom of eoonomy in 
evory branch ot tho public Borvice; 
and by attracting hither capital and 
labor to open our mines and foil our 
forests, which would onlargo the "urea 
of taxation" and incroaso tho consump- 
tion of goods that would still, pay 
duties. ' Tho plea which oar cor- 
respondent advances in favor of Freo 
Trado and direct taxation meets with no 
opposition from us. Any system of Reci- 
procity which may be oxtended to this 
Colony cannot interfere with the admis- 
sion of such articles, freo of duty, as tbo 
Legislature may decide. But our corre- 
ipondent is in error when be asserts that 
tbe loss to tho revenue by Free Trade 
would not amount to more than SS0 ,000. 
The Customs' dues this year, we learn, 
will reach S300,0o0. How, then, does 
" Free Trade," after raising his $80,000 
by direct taxation in Victoria and Na- 
nairao propose to make up the remaining 
$220,000 ? Ho surely cannot expect to 
raise it by " direct taxation from Nanaimo 
and Victoria ;" and if he does, can he 
not seo that if New Westminster or some 
otlier seaport on the Mainland were to 
enjoy all the benefits of Free Trade and 
cheap goods, and yet escape the entire 
burthen of taxation, that tho Mainland 
■would become a much more desirable 
place of residenco than the Island, which 
would have to shoulder tho whole load of 
taxation ? Under Freo Trade, the Anb 
cricaus would obtain a market hero with-> 
out conceding a single privilege in return. 
Were Canada to throw open her fisheries 
and her markots to Americans without 
requiring an equal concession on their 
part, would she not he acting most 
unwisely and unfairly towards herself? 
Under Reciprocity, tliore need be no limit 
to the articles we admit duty free. We 
do uot (as " Free Trade " appears to fear) 
bind ourselves to admit free into our ports 
only such articles as the Americans will 
admit into their ports. We mity throw 
our trado open to one or one hundred 
articles if wo choose without in tho least 
interfering with or jeopardizing the 
privileges we acquire under Reciprocity ; 
and if in exchange for tho Reciprocity 
granted us by tbe Americans we returned 
to uurcstricted Free Trtdo, would our 
neighbors be disposed to object? Cer- 
tainly not ; tho more liborul we, the belter 
off they. The only good point " Freo 
Trade" makes in his letter is where he 
complains that the abolition of tho Froo 
Port has sent Mainland merchants to Kan 
Francisco for their stocks. This, wo 
acknowledge, is a serious matter, and ono 
that wo intend to discuss fully before the 
meeting of tho Council on the 17ih inst 
Tho tendency of our present commercial 
system is to make San Francisco tho 
market of assorted goods for Cariboo ns 
well as tho rest of tho Coast ; and it 
would only be through n reform, some, 
whot -similar to the one our cor* 
respondent suggests, that tho trade now 
passing our doors could bo restored to ks 
original and legitimate channel ; but it is 
idle for " Freo Trado " to hold out tho 
inducement that Victoria and Nanaimo 
etand ready to mako up any deficiency 
that may occur in tho revenue, so thut 
Iho remainder of the Colony may escape 
untaxed. In parting with our friend for 
the present, wo wish again to impress 
upon his mind, that there is nothing in- 
compatible with Freo Trado in Keci« 
piocity ; and that uo advocate of the 
latter is necessarily au opponent of tho 
former.

Wb balieve It has been laid dowj by the 
Chief Justice, from the Bench, that Ameri- 
can divorces of pn:iioa married in Great 
Britain or the Colonies Pro Dot binding hare ; 
consequently a man and woman married 
here or at home and unmarried in Washing* 
ton Territory may not legally mate again in 
this Colooy j but Bhould they do so and 
eBcape prosecution for bigamy, the conse- 
quences might in after years be awkward for 
the children by ihe second marriage. We havo 
in our miud a recent case wuero a wife pro- 
cured a divoroo in the neighboring territory 
from an absent husband and married another 
man before her Grat hrnbanil was even aware 
she was eueing for a separation. Tho modus 
operandi o( procuring divorces in Washington 
Territory is simple enough. Mr X becoming 
'dissatisfied with Mrs X, sopurutes from 
her, and applies in due form to a Wash- 
ington Territory Court for a judicial 
separation; he is told that he mUBt 
become a resident of tho territory be- 
fore his application can be granted ; ho no. 
cordiogly rents a shanty (or llireo months 
at a nominal rate of S3 or $4 per month, 
puts the key in bis pocket, and returns to 
his business in Victoria j at the expiration cf 
three months he mukea affidavit that ho is 
a resident ol tho territory anil produces nn 
obscure uewspoper, in on obsouro corner of 
which appears a notice addressed to hia wife 
of bis intention to apply for a divorco at the 
end of three months (which notice it is not 
intended ahull ever meat tho eyo of the peri 
son to whom it is addressed,), and upon the 
clerk of the court announcing that the wife 
ha« filed no objection to the application, it is 
assumed that her 'silence gives consent,' and 
♦he applicant is declared a Iree man once 
more. The procoeding from first to last 
wears such an air of immorality and want of 
principle that it shocks an uninterested ob- 
server. The divorce laws of our neighbors 
are too lax aDd ou^ht to bo repealed. 

A New and Beautiful Country.— John 
L McClellao, formerly well known in Cariboo, 
is reported to have diaoovered a magnificent 
country in Montana Territory on the eastern 
base of the llocky Mountains near the 
Boundary Line, which bears no marks of the 
presence heretofore of either Indiana or 
whites. The aooonnt of tho discovery — 
which reads more like a fairy story than the 
description ol a real scene— is as follows : — 
The party traveled up the banks of a large 
stream for sixty miles, when, as they were 
omerging from a wide valley covered mainly 
with timber and swamps, thoy boheld the 
walls of a rocky cannon risiugperpendicularly 
to a height ot from a hundred to two hundred 
feet, while half a mile ahead of tbem ihe 
prospectors saw a succession of falls and 
vapids rising to a height ol a hundred and 
fifty feet. Desiriog to see more closely the 
natural beauties of whioh they had obtained 
a glimpse, the two men proceeded up the 
right bonk of the river to the foot of tho falls. 
Upon ariviop; there, a soeno of wondorfnl 
beauty presented itself to their view. The 
falls were three in number, like stone steps 
cut in the solid rock, and were respectively 
tweoty-five, thirty-five and forty feet iu 
height, and separated from eaoh other by 
gentle rapids one hundred yards in len»th. 
The width of the upper fall was about fifty 
feM; of the lower ones seventy- Gvo leet. 
When standiog at the base of the falls they 
were at a loss to tell where tho water came 
from. They could perceive a snowy coni- 
cal peak towering above, but far behind the 
upper fall. Deteirained, if possible, to sco 
all the wonders, our explorers climbed to the 
■ammit. of the falls ; and there belu-ld a most 
beautiful heart shaped lake about fifteen 
miles long and from five to ten wide. Tho 
lower point was at the falls ; the reentrant 
angle directly opposite, and five miles dis- 
tant. In the angle last named, und upon 
each side ol the lobas of the heart, extending 
a distaooo of Gfteen miles into the mountains, 
•was tbe snow-oapped peak which they saw 
from below, rising perpendicularly from the 
water's edge a thousand leet high. On the 
Southern side of tho lake was a heavy tim- 
bared slope, culminating in a high mountain 
range; ou the North sido, an extensive and 
beautiful prairie. 

The Gale. — The heavy northeaster which 
commenced nboat 10 o'clock on Wednesday 
night, continued until 8 o'o'.ook yesterday 
morning without intermissiou, at which hour 
the wind suddenly hauled round to the south, 
west and heavy squalls prevailed during the 
rest of the day, and as wo go to press old 
Boreas ;i« still piping away right merrily. 
The damage on laDd, so far as we have heard, 
a confined to the stoppage of telegraphic 
communication, the blocking up of roads by 
fallen trees, nnd the prostration of fences. 
The steamer Eliza Anderson sailed for Puget 
Sound at 3 a m, but upon reaching Trial 
island was driven back by the severity of 
the gale and sought refuge at her wharf. Tbe 
steamer Continental, hence for Portland, 
may have escaped the galo, by crossing the 
bar on Wednesday; tho (J 8 Wright, for 
tho aamo destination, probably crossed on 
Tuesday morning; and tho Active, we should 
not be surprisod to learn, is lying at anolior 
in Neoh Hay. Some anxiety is felt tor the 
safety of such vessels in Puget Sound 
as sustained the severity of the galo.

Sbo brought down Mr Poarco, 
Assistant Surveyor General, two other pas- 
sengers, eightoon touo of coal for the Govern- 
ment offices und u small t'migbt of produce 
She reports tho Atulanta sailed, being towed 
out by the Ginppler; and the Shooliog Star 
Jikely to bo loaded by Tuesday next, in which 
cose she will bo towed out by tho Douglas 
on Wednesday, Tho Douglas experienced n 
heavy blow. coming down, which detained 
hor Baveral hours on tho way.

Free Trade vs. Reciprocity. 



Editor Britibh Colonist. — For some 
days past you have with considearblo ingen- 
uity advocated Reciprocity with the United 
States, but yen havo failed to tell us who 
are to be benefitted by tbe proposed treaty. 
You imply the general community; but I 
observe in your article of the 9th, that you 
tell the agricultural interest it must not ex- 
pect class legislation for its particular benefit, 
but that us tlio interests of ihe town went to 
tho wall for itii benefit on f-e qiusiion ot 
tariff, the interest ol the country must in 
turn be sacrificed on the question of Recip- 
rocity. Havii g thU9 sent to the wall tho in- 
terests both of town and ooumry, I would 
ask who aro now tho general community f 
No advocate of Reciprocity has attempted to 
show bow tho revenue wo should lose by it 
ts to be made up If as I saw proposed in 
a letter in your columns, nil American nianu- 
factored goods und raw products are to be 
udmitted free, at least lour-Qfths cf our cus- 
toms rovonue would be lost, anil in a short 
time nil tho trade would be in the hand) of 
Ame'icans, and wo should virtually be an 
American oniony. If on i y the raw products 
aro to be admitted free, tlm loss of tho rev- 
enue then would he about 81,000 000 per ao- 
uurn. What olass or interest will be so bun-, 
elitted us to bo able to mako up the defi- 
ciency? The advocates of Reeipreoity 
draw tho farmers' ateotion to tho oppor- 
tunity be would huvo ol selling his produce 
in the markets on the Sound, (Iwilllsave 
tho farmer to judge what will be his chance 
ol profit in our neighbors' markets) and aiyue 
that he would gain moro by better maiko'.s 
than he would lose by open competition, 
I say that the better market w-juld bo gained 
if instead of waiting lor our neighbnrs to 
help us, wo wcro boldly to rostoi c the Free 
Port to Vnncnuvor Island, 

In tho case of Reciprocity, as I bofore 
said, tho loss to the revenue would be $1,00.- 
000, which none ol its advocates have Bhown 
how weaia to make up. In the oaso of l^ree 
Trade in Vancouver's Island, tho loss to tho 
tevonuo would not be niora than $80 000 
which amount Victoria and Nanaimo, l ioing 
relieved frou; the burden of indirect taxation, 
might fairly be askod for, and would easily 
bo ublo to pay in direct taxes. 

Home may say — is it fair to the rest of tho 
Colony that Vancouver Hand shotijl be 
made a Free Port, while on tho Mainland 
the system of indirect taxation is maintained? 
I reply, certainly it is, if Vanconver Island 
contiitjuies in direot taxes a lair thare to- 
wards the general revenue of the Colony. 
O.i the Island lha population is gathered into 
two centres, Victoria anil Nunuiino, aid a 
yysiem of direct taxation is easily uppliod On 
tho Mainland tho population is moro sparse, 
and scattered over B wide surface, and there 
a revenue could only bo collected indireet'y by 
custom's duties on itnportod goods; but, y in 
may say, why not louvo mailers us they are ? 
I reply, because the present system is ruining 
Iho commerce of Victoria, and neutralizing 
her natural advantages, whioh, if carefully 
cultivated, v?otild make her tho distributing 
point for English merchandize on this coast. 

Wo shall very shortly htjve a railway to 
Piuet Sound. Tho town whioh will spring 
up at its terminus will, under tho protein 
systom, bo » formidable rival ; but if Free 
Port is restored, will become un imporiant 
customer, and indeed of r' vailing, will con- 
tiiDuto largely to reatoro to Victoria her for- 
mer prosperity. Undor tho present systom 
even Briiiib Columbia morcbunts are com- 
pelled to go to San Francisco lor goods, not 
t.ooauio the; are cheaper there, bat because 



there only are th«y able fully to assort their 
siookf, tho present trade of Victoria being 
limited to the consumption of the Colony, is 
not largo enough to warrant Urge impor- 
tations. 

The restoration of the Free Port would, I 
concoive, benefit every interest in the Co'ony. 
The commercial interest would recover from 
its long deptession ; the agiiouliural interest 
wou'd find a good and cortain tuailtet near at 
hand; tho up couutry merchant would find 
in Viotoria a cheap and conveniont market 
to buy his goods ; wo should attract a large 
trado, whioh would increaso with tho pros- 
perity of our neighbors on tho Sound ; an 
increasing numbor of ships bringing cargoes 
to onr ports, would lake return Iroights of 
coal and lumber to other porta nt lower rates 
than il sent up in ballast from San Frnncisco, 
and the quality of our coal and lumber will 
ensure a markot. In theae »bings, and in our 
natural Advantages of clim i and position, 
we possess that which, without Recipro itj 
and without Confederation, will ensure our 
prosporiiy. Lei the revotiuo only be ool- 
lectod in a wny that will loust ddiage the 
renoral interests of tho Colony, (and I havo 
endeavored to show thnt diroot taxation is 
better adap.ed for tho Island portion of it), 
and I havo no doubt that all those who, like 
myself, look upon this Colony us a home (or 
themselves and their children, will in the end 
bo satisfied with aa bright a futuro as their 
loresight predicts. 

FREE TRADE. 

Dank ol British Columbia. 



Yesterday tho ordinary half-yearly meeting 
of shureboldors was held at tho London 
Tavern; Mr T VV L Maokoon, chuirman of 
tho company, presiding. 

The report that already oppoarod, was 
taken as rend. 

Tbe Chairman, in moving its adoption, 
expressed the satisfaction which thedireotors 
received from the result of the half-year's 
working, observing that thjy might huvn 
recommended a dividend at tho rate of 3 per 
cent, per annum, but they thought it moro 
prudent to proposo-'^jo per cent., nnd write 
oil a larger amount to tha balanoe of tbe 
bad debt account, in the hope of giving a 
better retu-n at no very distant period. Al- 
though tho profits for tho last hall year 
showed a niRrked increaso over the corres- 
ponding poriod in 1807, the hulf yoor ending 
in Juno invariably showed smaller profits In 
consequence of trade being less aotive. The 
continued depression in business had operat- 
ed against the bank, but trudo was showing 
unmistakeable symptom of revivul, and since 
their accounts had been made up a very 
large proportion of their cash balanco had 
urcn profitably employed, and with an in- 
creased exchnngo business would, ho trueted, 
add considerably to their profits in tbe 
future. Tho charges, ot course, appeared 
huge in proportion to profit, but tbey could 
do twice tho busiue-s without increasing that 
item of their expenditure. Their nolo cirs 
eolation wueaieadily increasing, a euro indi- 
cation of public confidence. On Jane 30, 
16G7, their issue of notes was $74,198 • on 
31s Decombor of tho same year, ;Sl0G 439 ; 
on 30 h June last 8131,875 ; and by their 
last advices $151,115. Their agency at 
Cariboo, where their chief circulation ox- 
isted, had become a valuable ailjunot to thoir 
Victoria branch whereas formerly it was the 
very reverse Victoria having been declared 
ilia capital of tho colony their brauch there 
was reaping the advantage of such a Bottle-, 
ment of the long vexed question, and was 
now a source of profit to them. Already 
there was a revival of business. The ooal 
trade, which for some years languished, bad 
recovered, and bid fair to be a most impor- 
tant item of export, and as thoBe ongaged in 
it w;ra securing good profits, thoy looked 
for a handsomo return. Gold mining was 
also steadily progressing, but slowly; like 
coal, it wanted the introduction of capital to 
enable those engaged in it to provide tbo 
necessary machinery. Arrangements had 
nearly been completed to make either a 
floating or permanent graving dock nt Esqui-. 
mall, and when this was accomplished it 
must have a very beneficial effect upon Vic- 
toria. The enterprise would, it was be- 
lieved, havo an imperial guarantee of 4 per 
oent on tho capital oxponded, and it was 
hoped that tbe government would extend 
such a guaran'.pp 'o other objects of equal 
public utility i i the colony. An exploring 
parly, unde^ .ho auspices of the colouial 
Government, had Btartcd for tho interior ol 
Vancouver Kami, hitherto unexplored, and 
the director* looked forward with much in- 
toiest to their report. The brauch at San 
Francisco continued steadily to progress 
under its present able nnd prudent manage- 
ment, and tbo directors looked forward to its 
fully justifying thnir judgment in opening a 
branch of tbe bank at that emporium of tho 
Pacific coast. By late advicos il appearod 
tlmt there wos a full expectation of the 
Central Pucific Railway being finished and 
opened for tralllo by July next, und San 
Francisco being tho terminus in the west, it 
must hive a very important efldct upon the 
trade of SaD Francisco and of all tho terri- 
tories in closo proximity. There was every 
prospect of tNO reciprocity treaty betwocn 
the United States and the Dominion beiny 
ratified, and il British Columbia was in- 
cluded in that treaty it must sxoroise a most 
beneficial elleot upon Ihe future of that rising 
oniony, despite its past depression. The 
Portluud branch was a source of profit to Ihe 
bank, and wis progressing satisfactory 
Ono vary hopeful feature in the future of 
British Columbia was tho stoady progress 
ol agriculture, the colonists expecting at no 
distant time to supply thoir own wants. A 
report had been received indirectly of the 
burning of tho bank premises nt Barkerville, 
but it appeared that the treasure was saved, 
aid beyond temporary inconvenienoo the 
lo«9 would bs vary small indeed. The bank 
had in itsoll tho elements ol success, nnd it 
or.ly required the hearty support und con- 
fidence of Ihe shareholders lo enable the di- 
reotora to ioup tho lull beuefil of its posi- 
tion. 

Tho motion was eocondod by Mr Gil- 
lospio. 

M I Vright aiknd for some explanation of 
the large it< m of charges, amounting to nearly 
£7 000. 

The Chairnnin ndmitted that tho sum was 
largo in proportion to tho prrlits, but tho 
bank had five oflioers, and ho believed that 
tho items had been reduced to the very mini" 
miitn of salety. 

A Shareholder asked whothor the direc- 
tors hod considered the position of Iho new 
allures; and 

Mr f5 K Karaluke, Q 0., M.P., expressed 
an opinion that no satisfactory alteration 
could be made in tho amount of tho shares 
without diminishing tho security of tho cred- 
itors, and Ihe law officers of tho crown would 
not sanction any measure whioh would have 
that offuct. Moreover, nine-tenths ol tho 
new shares were hold by thu old shareholders, 
und it was obvious that no possible advan- 
tage could ro<ult to them from iho change; 
and as regarded tho new shareholders, any 
attempt to moot tbo question would entail 



upon them loss rather than gain. The £15 
unpaid, npnn the new share* afforded a large 
security to creditors, and at the same time 
formed the very best reserve fund. UaviDg 
weathered the financial crista, and made a 
not profit for tho last half year cquul to 6 per 
cent, per annum, ho looked lorward to Iho 
future of tho company with the groatest oon- 
fidenoe. 

Giber Shareholders having expressed satis- 
faction with tho report, and confidence in 
Ihe directors, tho motion was ununimou-ly 
carried, and the dividend was declared for 
the half year ending the 30th of June last, 
at tho raio of 2J per cent per annum, freo 
of income tux, payable on and after the 29lh 
init. 

A snm of £50 was awarded to eaoh of Iho 
auditors lor their servicos during Iho past 
year, and after very cordial votes of (hanks 
hud been passed lo tho directors and tbe 
genorul manager the proceedings terminated,

There would also bo Sunday Echoola for 
nomeir and girls of all classes, savings 
banks, supply associations, offices for those 
ibut want placos, elo. 

3. The commencement of a leform in 
dross, chiefly directed against tho vagaries 
ol lashiou, and the best way and means lo 
carry out this refoira eflectually. As u basis 
for this reform tbo followiDg points have 
been ncceptod ; 

a. That nothing new be declared « old 
fashioned' whioh has once found iUelf useful, 
appropriate, and becoming. 

b. That nothing new bo aJoptcd unless it 
has provod itself to be both to the purpose 
and answering the demands of good tnslo. 

c. That all garments und objects ol toilet 
that aro hurtlul to health bo put uway. 

d. To inquire whether a large saving 
might not be effected in things of dress, so 
that tbe expenses might be made more 
appropriate to the income. 

4. The transformation of benevolent fem- 
ale institutions into ' self-supporting and 
earning female; iust'tutions.'
